Had the Canadian government accepted the in- 
vitation of Britain at the Imperial Conference to 
tie the Canadian dollar to the British pound we 
should be enjoying prosperity similar to that which 
Australia is enjoying, or which the Scandinavian 
countries, who inflated their currencies to meet the 
inflated sterling pound, are enjoying as cusomers 
of Great Britain. That policy, for reasons presum- 
ably satisfactory to himself, Premier Bennett has 
not seen fit to adopt, despite the seeming logic of 
implementing the treaty with currency policies 
calculated to make the treaty of value. Without 
that vital next step, the treaty is of little practical 
value 

If Canada is not to have its currency synchron- 
ised with that of Great Britain, and if we are to be 
debarred from the opportunities of large extension 
of Empire trade, then the alternate feat of logic is 
to secure a trade treaty with United States, whose 
currency, rather than Great Britain's, the present 
Premier prefers to base Canadian values upon. 

In this policy—if it is to be his policy—Premier 
Bennett is assured in advance of the support of one 
former opponent whose re-entry into the political 
arena is a future contingency. Speaking at a 
business men’s meeting in Montreal, Hon. Charles 
Dunning said that the settlement of war debts is 
only a minor question as compared with the need 
of developing trade. Settlement of war debts is 
chiefly desirable because of the impetus it would 
give to trade.
